1. Henri BLANCHE, French national, is new living in Franlcfurt am Uain - Ober- 
rad*, «wl he acts as a sales representative for a French wine producer, one Comte 
de la Drouse (phonetic). BLANCHE^ s father tras at one time French Ambassador in 
Turfeey and South America. As a result of his. background, ELAIi’CHE has had a cosmo- 
politan education, and btf* speaks English and German fluently. 



2. Inl935-UO, BLANCHE was living in Paris. His overt employEent and profession 
at that time are unknown. However, he was frequently seen in the company of American 
press representatives, and since he has a pleasing personality, he was qaite popiJ.ar 
Tdth the Americans with whom he associated. BLANCHE recently admitted to source that 
he had been working for the French Intelligence in 1939~hO, and that his main assign- 
ment was that of reporting on the activities of U.S. correspondents in Paris. 

3 . BLATiCKE recently stated that he had dojj«<further intelligence work for the 

French in Belgium and Holland before these tijtf^ccnjntries were occupied by the Germans* 
He also revealed that he had woiiced for.LeoiTllANDEL, pre-war French iiinister of the 
Interior who was killed by the Nazis* BLANCHE claims to have been imprisoned for a 
while by the Vichy governnent during the Geraen occupation of France, probably be- 
cause of his connections with MANDEL* period of about six months, he states 

that he shared a cell at Idon with Pien^'HENDES-FRAI^GE. 



I 4 . Later, BLANCHE worked for the VichF government. As a result of this collabor- 
ation, he spent two years in the Fresnes prison after the liberation of Fra

5*. BLANCHE adfeits that he maintaine^friendly relations with Otto ABETZ, Karl 
OBERG, br* HelmuTDIOCHEM, and Hr. Emsj/^CHEI$ACH and other German irtelligeiice 
figures in Paris during the war. Ee also has a number of old acquaintances in Germany, 
chiefly in FDP and ex-^azi circles, and he claims that these persons are now assisting 
himydn establishing himself as a wine salesman. 



6. BLAIjCHE includes among his close associates former Aiibassador Btr. Rudolf 
HAHN, who is nOTr an executive Trith the Cocar-Cola Company in Luesseldorf, and RAHN’s 
assistant, one^FURSTEI'IEICHER (phonetic), a former SS officer. BLANCHE claims that 
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RAHN is private diplomatic advisor to Tdomas rEHUES of the FDP, and that both EARN 
and FUESTEHEICHER are rising Trithin the ranks of the FDP* BLWJCEE also reported that 
RARR and FURSTENEICHE31 are interested in negotiating Titb the Russians (tj^ of 
negotiation not specified), and that they tfill be overtly active for the FDP after 
TTest Germany becomes a sovereign state • 

7* BLANCHE states that although he has a number of good social connections in 
Paris, he is regaided as something of a social or political outcast, and therefore 
had to cme to Germany to irork* He admits that he irould like to leave the wine 
business and return to politics. He has not tried to take advantage of his piison 
connection with HEHDES-FRAKCE, probably because of his later internment as a German 
collaborator.

8. BLANCHE states that M ij^cquainted with several persons in MERDES-FBANCE's 
entourage, including Georges^OEIiK, who, according to BLANCHE, is one of the French 
R:enier*s pjrincipal unofficial advisors. BLANCHE claims that BQBEES has , been pro- 
Connmnist for many years* Before the war, BCEHES published a paper called La 
Lomiere, and was reportedly subsidised by tne Soviet Enbasgy in Paris (not the 
French - Cammunist Party.) Source states that BLANCHE have acquired this last bit 
of information as a res^Q-t of his pre-war woric with the French IS.

Blanche admits thot he maintained friendly relations with Otto A3STZ , Karl 
03^0, to. Helmut OOCEHi J, and to. iSrpst ACHV£3ACH and other German intelligence figure 
la Paris during the war. 

Blanche includes among his close associates former Ambas sador to. Rudol f 
RAHI’ . who is now an executive with the Coca-Cola Company in Duesseldorf , and Hahn's 
assistant, one FUR 9TiJiQ I CHHR . a former S5 officer. Blanche claims thet Hahn is 
private diplomatic advisor to Thooas DHHLSR of the Fli?. and that both Rahn and 
Furstenelcher are rising within the ranks of the 73?- Blanche also reported that 
Rahn and Furstenelcher are interested in negotiating with the Russians, and that- 
they will be overtly active for the F3P after Vest Germany becomes a sovereign state. 

Blanche states also that he is acquainted with several perscds in >G2?I)SS 
FRyd^CB ' 8 entourage, including Georges BQRRJSS (BORIS 7), who, according tc Blanche, 
is one of the French Preraler's, principal unofficial advisors. Blanche clsitcs that 
Borres has been pro-Comruunist for many years. Before the war, 3CSRSS published a paper 
called La Luniere, and was reportedly subsidized by fce Soviet • Rnbassy in Paris (not 
the French Communist Party).

SCXJRCi; states that, if this article is correct, Achenbacb, who is 
a personal friend of Abetz and was his defense counsel during the ^ench 
post-war trials, is behind the scenes in this activity. Hegarding the financing 
of such a paper, source believes that Achenbach would have obtained the none/ 
fron: a. PLICK concern (German heavy industry) to w'hich Achenbach has contact 

through l>irector Kaletsch in Duesseldorf . (Both Kale tsch and Tllck were sentenced 
at Rurnberg). Source related an occurrance which took place during a meeting 
of CAWESLK party officials. CACHLORID.S was addressing the group when a message 
came that Kaletsch wanted to see him. Source stated that CACHLCHIDS stopped in the 
middle of a sentence and left ti.e room like “greased li^tning", ret'jrni^ after 
only a few moments. Source believes tat such a departure fcr so short a time 
meant that CACHLOHIIZ needed only enough time to receive some money and return.

Jacouea Frederic FATH. horn 6 Sept 1912, married 18 Feb 1939 to GenevleTs BOvJCHST, 
manager of "Societe Jacques FAITH et Cie”, founded 29 I^ec 1936. FATH and ‘ifife 
frequently receired German officers and ajSDber5; of the Gestepo in his home. Wife 
boasted of the fact that she >as the mistress of Otto A35T2 . 

FATH was a self-inscribed member of the collaborationist “Cercle Suropean", 
which fostered a united Surope with Kasi Germany with Kazi Germany at its bead. 

FATH la j03owd In hi a neighborhood as a man who sympathized with the Hazi cause, and 



also, is considered as an undesirable character by the French Police of Paris.
